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INTRODUCTION 


TOWN  HALL,  SHIPLEY. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1954. 

Vital  Statistics. 

There  was  an  estimated  population  increase  of  110  from  the 
previous  year.  The  Birth  Rate  fell  from'  14.8  to  12.7  and  the  Stan- 
dardised Rate  from  14.7  to  13.4.  Minor  fluctuations  from  year  to 
year  are  of  small  consequence:  the  general  trend,  however,  is  down- 
wards. Infantile  Mortality  at  a rate  of  21.7  represented  six  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age,  the  rate  increase  over  1953  being  wholly 
due  to  a fall  in  the  number  of  births.  The  Standardised  Death  Rate 
at  12.0  was  above  the  very  low  flgure  of  10.3  in  1953.  There  was  a 
notable  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  Hospitals  and 
Institutions,  and  the  same  applied  to  the  percentage  of  births  occurring 
in  Hospitals  and  Nursing  Homes.  The  Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis 
again  fell,  and  these  returns  are  now  of  little  local  significance  in  assess- 
ing progress  in  control  of  this  disease.  Deaths  from  cancer  remain 
fairly  stable  from  year  to  year. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  epidemically  absent  during 
the  year.  The  only  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  February,  the 
probable  source  of  infection  being  outside  the  district.  The  prevalence 
of  Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning  emphasises  the  need  for  higher 
standards  of  food  hygiene,  and  constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of 
Public  Health  officials. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

A steady  year’s  progress  was  effected  at  the  Clinics  at  Morning- 
ton  Road.  Arrangements  were  complete  by  the  end  of  the  year  for 
the  closure  of  the  Day  Nursery  at  Myrtle  Park  in  May,  1955.  At 
the  present  time  arrangements  are  being  made  for  this  building  to 
be  utilised  as  a Clinic  Centre  for  the  young,  and  accommodation  will 
be  provided  for  social  activities  of  aged  persons.  Progress  was  made 
in  adaptations  of  upstairs  accommodation  at  Mornington  Road  as 
a new  Dental  Centre  which  will  open  in  1955.  Outlying  Clinics  at 
Cullingworth,  Harden  and  Wilsden  continued  during  the  year,  and 
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an  approach  has  been  made  to  the  County  Authority  with  respect  to 
the  inauguration  of  a Clinic  at  Cottingley. 

Home  Helps. 

This  Service  was  enlarged  and  used  extensively  by  the  elderly 
and  infirm. 

Nursing  Services. 

Domiciliary  Midwives,  District  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  have 
completed  a heavy  year  of  work. 

A high  percentage  of  these  Nurses  use  cars  which  expedite  work  in 
the  home,  school  and  clinic.  Further  progress  has  been  made  in 
co-operation  with  General  Practitioners  and  Hospital  staff. 

I wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  active  interest  of  the  Chair- 
man in  all  aspects  of  Public  Health.  I am  also  grateful  for  the  advice 
and  assistance  of  the  Members  of  your  Health  Committee  and  fellow 
officials.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  my  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1954. 

Normal  work  was  considerably  hindered  by  staff  changes,  the 
Senior  Additional  Inspector,  Mr.  F.  Marsh,  leaving  in  September  to 
take  up  a post  in  Cornwall  after  19  years  of  outstanding  service.  It 
was  some  time  before  a successor,  Mr.  D.  Jagger,  could  be  appointed. 
We  were  without  a trainee  for  five  months,  Mr.  H.  Battye  taking  up 
duties  in  February. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  in  preparing  for  recommencement 
of  Slum  Clearance  and  the  first  post  war  Clearance  Area  was 
represented. 

The  public  cleansing  service  was  maintained  but  with  increasing 
difficulty  owing  to  acute  labour  shortage.  Salvage  revenue  was  in- 
creased to  £2,249. 

Other  work  was  fairly  well  maintained  and  is  detailed  in  sub- 
sequent pages. 

During  the  year  I received  valued  support  from  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health  Committee.  Good  relations  were  main- 
tained with  all  Chief  Officers  and  their  staff  and  I am  indebted  to  my 
own  staff  for  ready  assistance  at  all  times.

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Social  Conditions 

Bingley  is  a pleasant,  favourably  situated  town  with  industrial 
centre,  residential  perimeter  and  an  extensive  green  belt  beyond.  The 
outlying  villages  of  Wilsden,  Harden,  Cullingworth,  Eldwick  and 
Gilstead  are  included  in  che  Urban  District.  The  staple  industry 
is  woollen  textiles:  additional  industries  include  manufacturing,  join- 
ery, tanning,  engineering,  market  gardening  and  dairy-farming. 

The  population  are  energetic,  independent,  with  extensive  in- 
terest in  the  arts  and  physical  recreation.  Ample  provisions  are  made 
for  parks,  playing  fields  and  recreation  grounds.  A Town  Planning 
Scheme,  operating  since  1936  under  the  Town  Planning  Act,  1932, 
embraces  an  area  of  11,259  acres.  The  area  of  Private  Open  Spaces 
is  1,133  acres,  the  residential  building  area  5,897  acres,  and  the  in- 
dustrial building  area  133  acres.  Preliminary  work  has  been  carried 
out  reviewing  this  Scheme  since  the  end  of  the  War. 

The  Urban  District  forms  a distinct  administrative  area  separated 
from  adjoining  authorities  by  hills,  valleys  and  woodlands,  which 
preserve  a desirable  green  belt  in  the  interests  of  the  com.munity. 

Population  and  Employment 

Census. 

From  the  1951  Repori  of  the  Yorkshire  West  Riding  prepared

The  population  shows  two  features  of  West  Riding  woollen  towns 
influenced,  however,  by  the  residential  character  of  the  Urban  District. 
The  numerical  predominance  of  women  and  the  high  percentage  of 
women  workers,  married  and  unmarried,  is  a general  feature,  however, 
of  the  West  Riding.  The  social  class  distribution  of  the  population  is 
striking,  there  being  a high  percentage  of  Executive,  Managerial  and 
Professional  people,  e.g.,  per  1,000  the  figures  given  are: —

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Since  the  second  world  war  the  total  population  of  Bingley  has 
remained  steady,  small  natural  increments  being  balanced  by  emigra- 
tion. The  significant  trend  is  ageing  of  the  population  with  marked 
diminution  in  the  number  of  (a)  pre-school  children,  (b)  school 
children,  (c)  child  bearing  women,  and  an  increase  in  the  age 
group  over  65  which  exceeds  the  national  trend. 

The  post-war  bulge  in  the  Birth  Rate  is  now  smoothed  out,  and 
future  improvements  in  mortality  rate  of  young  age  groups  are  un- 
likely considerably  to  affect  populational  statistics. 

Unemployment  was  mostly  of  a temporary  character  and  figures 
remain  low. 


General  Public  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Medical  Practitioners  Liaison. 

Traditionally  the  District  Nurse  and  Midwife  both  work 
with  the  family  doctor.  Lately  much  interest  has  been  devoted  to 
encouraging  closer  liaison  between  Health  Visitor  and  General  Prac- 
titioner. In  this  Division  we  have  been  particularly  successful,  as  the 
Doctors  have  shown  willingness  in  almost  every  way  to  use  the  services 
of  these  experienced  Nurses.  Representatives  of  the  County  Council 
and  of  the  Executive  Council  have  at  a professional  level  applied 
themselves  to  smooth  out  difficulties  and  establish  close  liaison  be- 
tween Health  Visitor  and  private  Doctor  in  relation  to  Infectious 
Disease,  Care  of  the  Aged,  provision  of  Home  Helps  and  Hospital 
After  Care.  The  particular  scope  of  the  Health  Visitor — work  in 
the  home,  in  Clinics,  Training  schools.  Schools,  familiarity  with  social 
problems — should  prove  of  great  assistance  to  the  busy  Medical  Prac- 
titioner. Furthermore,  she  is  a valuable  link  between  the  Hospital 
Almoner  and  home  problems.  I am  indebted  to  the  Medical  Prac- 
titioners for  their  unfailing  courtesy  with  the  Nursing  staff,  and  am 
hopeful  that  they,  the  Nursing  stall  and  the  community  may  benefit 
from  increased  co-operation. 

Hospital  Services. 

Maternity  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Home,  Shipley, 
Keighley  St.  John’s,  Bradford  St.  Luke’s  and  County  Maternity 
Homes.  Infectious  disease  cases  were  referred  to  Morton  Banks  or 
Leeds  Road  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals.  Chronic  sick  were  admitted 
to  Raikeswood,  Keighley  St.  John’s,  Thornton  View,  Calverley  and 
Stoney  Ridge.  Infirm  were  accommodated  in  Part  III  (County 
Welfare  Homes)  at  Thornton  View,  Clayton,  The  Shroggs,  Steeton, 
and  Hillworth  Lodge,  Keighley.  As  hitherto  Menston  Hospital  met 
requirements  of  Psychiatric  cases. 

Priority  admission  for  elderly  patients  recommended  by  their 
private  Doctors  is  arranged  following  social  reports  submitted  by  the 
Health  Visitor. 
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Maternity  Home, 

Shipley  Maternity  Home  has  20  beds  for  normal  patients. 
Admissions  are  arranged  by  Matron  in  consultation  with  Doctors  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  two  private  Nursing  Homes  within  the  Bingley  Urban 
District  as  follows: — 

(a)  “ Thornfield/’  Micklethwaite,  Bingley — Proprietress:  Mrs. 
E.  Brown — 10  beds  (available  for  maternity  cases). 

(b)  “ Elmhurst  ” Nursing  Home,  Hail  Bank  Drive,  Bingley 
— Proprietress,  Mrs.  J.  Pennington — 6 beds  (medical 
cases). 

Both  are  subject  to  inspection  on  behalf  of  the  licensing  authority 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  was  held  fortnightly  on  Wednesdays,  2 
p.m.  to  4 p m.,  when  a doctor  and  Health  Visitor  were  in  attendance. 

Church  Schoolroom,  Cullingworth. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  was  held  fortnightly  on  Wednesdays, 
from  2 p.m.  to  4 p m.,  when  a Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  were  in 
attendance. 


Bingley  Hospital. 

Bingley  Hospital  has  68  beds  for  general  medical  and  surgical 
care  of  patients.  The  Hospital  is  under  the  control  of  Bingley, 
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Keighley  and  Settle  Hospital  Group  and  is  served  by  the  medical 
practitioners  locally  who  call  on  the  services  of  Consultants  from 
Bradford  and  elsewhere. 

There  is  a Matron,  Sister  and  approximately  25  nursing  staff  in 
addition  to  ward  orderlies  and  nursing  trainees. 

Ambulances, 

Bingley  is  served  by  the  Keighley  Depot  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  Ambulance  Service. 

Day  Nurseries, 

The  brick  built  Day  Nursery  in  Myrtle  Park  has  50  places  for 
children  under  5,  being  divided  into  three  main  nurseries  for  infants, 
tweenies  and  toddlers.  Kitchen,  larders,  ablutions,  toilets,  laundry, 
drying  room  and  staff  facilities  are  provided. 

The  County  Authority  decided  to  close  the  Nursery  early  in  1955. 
It  must  not  be  assumed  that  closure  was  due  to  failure  on  the  part  of 
Bingley  people  to  utilise  the  Nursery.  What  did  happen  was  that  the 
reasons  for  admission  were  progressively  restricted  so  that  fewer  and 
fewer  children  cam.e  within  categories  approved  for  admission.  The 
future  use  of  the  premises  is  under  consideration. 


DOMICILIARY  SERVICES, 

Care  of  the  Aged, 

The  1950  Report  summarises  the  complex  organisation  and  work 
that  proceeds  on  behalf  of  the  aged  in  the  home  and  community.  In 
each  sphere  work  increased  in  extent  and  degree  and  the  Voluntary 
Committee  continued  their  social  and  benevolent  activities.  There  was 
no  major  change  in  policy  to  record  but  it  is  evident  that  full  advan- 
tage of  the  facilities  offered  is  both  appreciated  and  utilised  by  aged 
persons. 

Health  Department  staff  work  on  the  aged  is  referred  to  in  other 
sections,  e.g..  Home  Nursing,  Domestic  Help,  Health  Visiting. 

Accommodation  for  the  sick  aged  is  provided  at  St.  John’s  Hos- 
pital, Keighley.  Accommodation  under  the  County  Welfare  Officer 
for  the  infirm  aged  and  those  requiring  hostel  accommodation  is 
provided  at: — 

“ The  Shroggs,”  Steeton — 16  places  for  women. 

Hillworth  Lodge,  Keighley — mixed  accommodation  for  200 
men  and  women. 

Morton  Banks,  Riddlesden — accommodation  for  20  men. 

A successful  and  active  Old  Persons  Committee  have  a weekly 
session  at  the  Library  Hall,  Main  Street,  Bingley.  Plans  for  improved 
accommodation  and  amenities  are  in  hand,  and  it  is  hoped  in  next 
year’s  Report  to  have  considerable  progress  effected, 
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Home  Nursing. 


This  service  is  one  of  our  closest  links  with  General  Medical 
Practitioners,  since  the  Nurse  acts  under  the  direction  of  the  Doctor 
to  relieve  sickness  and  infirmity.  The  work  of  the  Nurse  overlaps 
both  the  curative  and  preventive  fields,  demanding  experience  in 
clinical  work  and  the  ability  to  teach  health  educational  principles  in 
the  home.  In  few  other  spheres  is  a Nurse  presented  with  greater 
opportunity  and  if  the  work  is  less  spectacular  than  some  other  fields 
of  medicine,  its  influence  is  none  the  less  profound,  for  the  Nurse,  by 
relieving  suffering,  can  bring  home  to  the  patient  and  his  or  her 
relatives  the  need  for  healthy  living. 

The  District  Nurse  works  in  close  relationship  to  the  Midwife, 
the  Health  Visitor  and  health  workers  such  as  Home  Helps. 

The  character  of  the  work  of  the  District  Nurse  has  changed 
in  recent  years.  The  retention  of  elderly  patients  at  home  has  made 
the  nature  of  her  duty  much  heavier  and  reduced  the  total  number  of 
visits.  Bed  nursing,  lifting  and  laying  of  the  patient,  attention  to  bed 
sores,  the  increasing  number  of  elderly  persons  and  the  relatively 
low  number  of  acute  cases  in  the  home  (partly  due  to  the  effect  of 
anti-biotics)  means  that  the  District  Nurse  spends  much  m.ore  time 
on  each  visit.  As  in  so  many  other  branches  of  Public  Health  work 
the  number  of  visits  is  a poor  guide  to  the  amount  and  quality  of  work 
done. 

xMuch  assistance  was  derived  from  the  help  of  the  supervisory 
staff  at  County  Hall,  and  the  Nurses  maintain  close  relationship  with 
the  Health  Department. 

Three  full  tim.e  Nurses  serve  Shipley  and  interchange  relief  duties 
with  the  Nurse  in  Baildon.  Occasional  holiday  and  sickness  relief 
is  forthcoming  from  a part-time  Nurse.  One  Nurse  and  the  Relief 
Nurse  have  authorised  use  of  cars  in  their  duties.  Two  Nurses  and  a 
relief  Nurse  serve  Bingley  area.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE* 
Health  Education  Propaganda, 

Use  was  made  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education.  Propaganda  material  was  provided  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council.  The  following  are  examples  of  the 
steps  taken  to  promote  Health  Education  in  the  population: — 

1.  Posters  were  exhibited  on  the  principal  hoardings  centred  in 
the  Division. 

2.  Leaflets  were  distributed  in  Clinics  to  mothers  on  matters 
related  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

3.  Lectures  were  given  by  Medical  Officers  and  Sanitary  In- 
spectors to  the  General  Public,  Parent  Teacher  Associations, 
Clubs  and  other  organisations. 

4.  Distribution  of  leaflets  at  Exhibitions  and  in  Public  Works 
on  Industrial  Health. 

5.  Information  has  been  passed  to  the  Press  in  relation  to 
Infectious  Disease  and  other  subjects  when  appropriate. 

These  steps  are,  of  course,  additional  to  intensive  propaganda 
in  the  home  through  the  various  health  workers  of  the  Department. 

Hospitals, 

Progress  has  been  recorded  in  the  establishment  of  Care  and 
After  Care  Service,  and  an  increase  occurred  in  the  number  of  requests 
for  socio-medical  reports  from  Hospital.  Entirely  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments exist  with  the  Tuberculosis  Service,  Infectious  Disease  Service 
and  Maternity  Home,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  notifica- 
tion of  admission  and  discharge  from  the  Keighley  Group  Hospitals. 
The  position  is  not  so  clear  with  the  Bradford  A and  B Groups 
which  provide  for  very  many  residents  of  Shipley.  The  importance 
of  this  in  relation  to  schoolchildren  and  aged  persons  is  high,  and 
although  liaison  work  between  the  Almoners  and  Health  Visitors  by 
telephone  and  letter  is  satisfactory,  systematic  notification  would 
facilitate  early  attention  to  the  needs  of  many  ill  and  convalescent 
patients.  Private  Practitioners,  too,  complain  on  occasion  that  they 
have  no  prompt  advice  of  the  discharge  of  patients. 

Recuperative  Home  Treatment, 

There  are  four  Recuperative  Homes  for  mothers  and  children, 
that  is,  for  mothers  who  are  in  need  of  a rest  and  change  of  air  and 
cannot  go  without  taking  their  young  children  with  them.  Six 
families  were  admitted  during  1954.

Home  Help  Service. 

There  is  an  ever  increasing  demand  on  the  Service  and  the  re- 
cruitment of  suitable  women  against  the  competitive  claims  of  industry 
continues  difficult.  While  no  qualifications  are  required  and  no  train- 
ing is  possible,  it  is  difficult  to  exact  too  high  a standard.  Nevertheless, 
fine  service  has  on  the  whole  been  rendered  by  a great  majority  of  the 
women  employed. 

It  is  noticeable  that  the  number  of  chronic  sick  and  aged  is 
continually  increasing  and  that  the  Service  is  a genuine  contribution 
towards  the  easing  of  the  ever  present  problem  of  old  age. 

The  service  in  the  main  is  greatly  appreciated,  especially  by  the 
aged  who  find  it  d^'fficult  to  carry  on.  Their  fears  of  having  to  give 
up  their  homes  are  quickly  dispelled  by  the  help  and  practical  work 
carried  out  by  kindly  cheerful  women. 

The  percentage  of  Maternity  cases  is  low.  Relatives  and  hus- 
bands replace  Home  Helps  in  many  cases,  mainly  owing  to  the  fact 
that  they  anticipate  high  assessment  charges,  this  state  being 
aggravated  by  local  gossip.  Some  may  consider  that  the  thrifty  are 
penalised  by  the  assessment  scales  to  the  advantage  of  the  person  who 
buys  by  hire  purchase. 

On  the  whole  we  have  had  a reasonably  good  year  with  regard 
to  recruitment  of  Home  Helps.  It  is  regrettable,  however,  to  note 
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that  in  some  quarters  Home  Helps  are  being  looked  on  more  and  more 
as  “ chars.”  This  difficulty  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  is  necessary  for  the 
heavy  jobs  to  be  done,  as  so  many  cases  have  to  be  covered  and  so 
little  time  can  be  allotted  each.  This  situation  would  be  eased  by  a 
higher  establishment  so  that  the  Service  could  operate  once  more  as 
intended,  “ A Home  Help  Service  ”.

General  Administration* 

The  Public  Health  Office  at  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley,  affords 
accommodation  for  the  staff  of  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Divisional 
Office  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Health  Visitors  for  Shipley  and  Baildon  and  the  Divisional 
Mental  Health  Social  Worker  are  accommodated  in  the  department. 

Health  Visitors  for  Bingley  are  accommodated  at  Mornington 
Road.  A Health  Visitor  is  available  for  contact  with  the  public  each 
morning  from  9 to  10  a.m. 


Laboratory  Service* 

Existing  arrangements  for  collection,  delivery,  examination  and 
reports  on  specimens  and  consequent  preventive  action  remain  un- 
changed. 

Practically  all  samples,  bacteriological,  water,  and  milk  were  sub  - 
mitted  during  the  year  to  the  Bradford  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  Prompt  delivery  secures  early  reports,  and  delay 
is  minimised  by  the  proximity  of  the  Laboratory  and  a preliminary 
telephone  report  from  the  Bacteriologist.  This  has  been  of  great 
service  in  many  different  ways,  reducing,  for  example,  periods  of 
exclusion  from  school,  nursery,  and  work;  providing  early  diagnosis 
and  permitting  early  preventive  action  in  the  control  of  infectious 
disease. 

We  have  again  been  indebted  to  Dr.  Smith  and  staff  for  their 
consistent  courtesy  and  expert  help  throughout  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Scarlet  Fever  showed  a slight  increase  on  the  previous  year — 26 
cases  being  notified,  but  as  17  were  sent  to  hospital  the  percentage 
nursed  at  home  was  regrettably  lower. 

Whooping  Cough  and  Measles  were  in  an  inter-epidemic  year, 
only  6 cases  of  the  former  and  13  of  the  latter  being  notified. 

Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning.  Both  these  infections  were  more 
common  than  in  previous  years.  The  notable  increase  in  the  latter 
is  serious,  since  so  frequently  prevalence  is  due  to  lack  of  high  stan- 
dards of  personal  hygiene.  Whilst  it  is  recognised  that  a majority 
of  cases  occur  among  young  children,  too  casual  attention  is  often 
paid  to  the  mild  case  of  diarrhoea  in  the  adult,  so  frequently  of  an 
infectious  nature.  Whatever  public  health  safeguards  are  introduced, 
these  will  prove  futile  if  each  person  is  unaware  of  how  he  may 
contribute  to  the  well-being  of  himself  and  others.  It  is  regrettable 
that  such  false  reticence  is  observed  as  the  discouragement  of  adver- 
tisements recommending  the  washing  of  hands  after  visiting  toilet, 
for  this  remains  one  of  the  greatest  risks  to  our  fellows. 

The  acute  case  and  symptomless  excreter  of  germs  remains  the 
prevalent  source  of  infection.  Contamination  of  food,  food  utensils, 
toys,  dust  are  all  secondary  to  defective  personal  habits,  and  poor 
housing  and  grouping  of  high  susceptibles  contributory  factors.  Re- 
currence of  infection  within  the  family  group  usually  indicates  a low 
standard  of  hygiene.  Indeed  infectious  gastro  Enteritis  is  a useful 
criterion  of  the  level  of  hygiene  in  an  area.  Its  continued  presence, 
a high  infection  rate,  a rapid  spread  within  the  family  and  unusual 
difficulty  in  eradication  are  all  indications  of  the  need  to  review  the 
public  health  attack  on  defective  personal  habits. 

Special  attention  is  required  for  children  who  cannot  toilet  them- 
selves. Thorough  cleansing  of  lavatory  seats,  chains,  door  handles, 
chamber  pots,  napkins  and  linen,  play-room  floors,  crockery  and  food 
utensils,  and  full  attention  to  cleanliness  and  ventilation  of  rooms 
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would  reduce  the  risk  from  infected  individuals  and  dust.  Early 
consultation  with  the  family  Doctor  followed  by  prompt  treatment 
when  the  first  suspicious  case  appears,  with  a practical  policy  of  room 
isolation  would  reduce  much  absence  from  work  and  school  and  un- 
necessary infection  of  other  members  of  the  family.  Children  suffer- 
ing from  diarrhoea  should  on  no  account  be  allowed  to  mix  with  other 
children,  since  acute  cases  are  even  more  infectious  than  the  unsus- 
pected carrier. 

Food  Poisoning.  An  elderly  male  was  notified  as  dying  of 
Enteritis  in  Morton  Banks  Hospital  is  mid-September.  Follow  up 
revealed  that  belly  pork  had  been  bought  in  Bradford  Market,  and 
the  food  consumed  at  Sunday  dinner  by  three  adults  and  two  children. 
Only  the  deceased  and  his  daughter  had  any  symptoms  whatsoever, 
although  all  members  of  the  family  were  infected  with  Salmonella 
Bovis  Morbificans.  Investigation  failed  to  trace  the  origin  of  infection 
of  the  pork.  It  is  noteworthy,  however,  that  an  extensive  outbreak  of 
infection  due  to  this  organism  occurred  in  Lancashire  and  was  reported 
upon  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  follow  up  of  Dysentery  prevalent  in  the  area,  three 
speciments^n  one  family  showed  the  presence  of  Para  Typhoid  “B” 
organisms.  These  persons  were  hospitalised  and  afterwards  discharged 
when  clear.  The  unusual  feature  was  that  no  evidence  of  clinical 
infection  with  Para  Typhoid  “ B ” was  derived  from  a careful  history 
of  any  of  the  cases.  These  cleared  rapidly  after  treatment  with 
Chloromycetin. 

Poliomyelitis.  An  unmarried  woman  had  a moderately  severe 
attack  of  Poliomyelitis.  The  case  was  related  to  another  acute  case 
in  an  adjoining  area.  Extensive  investigation  was  made  as  to  the 
possibility  of  infection  coming  from  abroad,  but  this  was  finally  ex- 
cluded. 


Scabies  and  Verminous  Infestation. 

Scabies  was  treated  free  of  charge  at  Spurr  Road  Cleansing  Centre. 
This  is  an  old  A.R.P.  Decontamination  Centre  which  has  been  adapted 
and  redecorated,  with  hot  and  cold  showers,  undressing  and  dressing 
rooms,  and  nurse’s  room. 

The  method  of  treatment  is  by  Benzyl  Benzoate  after  showering 
of  patient.  Contacts  are  encouraged  to  attend  and  usually  receive  one 
treatment. 

Such  is  the  relative  infrequency  of  the  Scabies  infection  at  the 
present  time,  and  so  low  has  been  the  demand  in  the  past  five  years, 
that  arrangements  have  been  made  to  demolish  this  Centre  in  the 
Central  Clearance  Area  Scheme  in  Shipley.  Suitable  alternative 
arrangements  will  be  made  with  the  respective  Authorities  using  the 
premises.  The  Centre  has  hitherto  not  only  been  used  for  the  control 
of  Scabies,  but  all  other  verminous  conditions  of  the  person.  It  has 
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in  the  past  occasionally  been  useful  for  the  elderly  neglected  person 
who  is  unable  to  keep  him  or  herself  free  from  body  parasites.  Where 
possible  disinfestation  is  carried  out  in  the  home,  and  it  is  hoped 
in  future  that  the  calls  on  the  department  for  this  purpose  will  be  few 
ana  far  between.  Alternative  arrangements  for  such  contingencies  are 
being  made.

Mental  Health  Service. 

Mr.  Greenwood,  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer,  was  responsible 
for  admissions  to  Mental  Hospitals  and  kept  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  informed  throughout  the  year  by  requisite  notices.  Notifica- 
tions of  discharge  were  received  from  the  respective  hospitals. 

The  Occupation  Centre  at  Keighley  for  children  classified  as 
ineducable  provided  accommodation  for  children  from  Keighley  and 
Shipley  Divisions  and  a few  outwith  these  areas.  Conveyance  by  ’bus 
or  taxi  from  central  points,  meals  and  milk  through  the  Education 
Department  continued  to  be  supplied.  Medical  examination,  medical 
records,  dental  services  and  clinic  facilities  were  maintained.  Super- 
visor members  of  the  staff  as  part  of  their  duties  escorted  children 
to  and  from  the  Centre.

Section  1. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

(1)  Milk.  The  chief  concern  of  the  Department  was  to  ensure 
that  the  considerable  amount  of  raw  milk  sold  in  the  area  was  free 
from  Tubercle  and  in  this  connection  84  samples  were  submitted  to 
the  Biological  test  in  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  All  samples  were 
negative  (for  the  first  time  on  record)  and  this  denotes  the  great 
progress  being  made  in  the  direction  of  securing  that  all  dairy  herds 
are  of  attested  standard.  The  samples  were  also  submitted  to  the 
Methylene  Blue  test  as  a check  on  methods  of  production  and  only 
two  failed  to  pass  this  test. 

The  sale  of  milk  from  open  cans  has  nearly  ceased  and  this  prac- 
tice will  be  prohibited  when  the  district  is  designated  as  a specified 
area  where  only  heat  treated  or  raw  T.T.  milk  may  be  sold.

(2)  Meat.  The  year  was  notable  in  that  it  saw  the  end  of  Meat 
Rationing  in  June  and  from  July  onwards  fat  stock  could  be  purchased 
at  Auction  Marts  and  slaughtered  in  Abattoirs  or  licensed  private 
slaughterhouses.  Your  Committee  felt  that  where  Meat  Traders  pre- 
ferred to  slaughter  in  the  area  they  should  be  allowed  to  do  so  subject 
to  satisfactory  arrangements  being  made.  There  were  lengthy  dis- 
cussions with  the  trade  and  eventually  two  private  slaughterhouses 
were  licensed,  and  then  a third  after  completion  of  various  structural 
improvements.  So  far  there  has  not  been  a large  amount  of  killing 
carried  out  and  the  new  arrangements  have  worked  very  smoothly. 
There  has  been  an  appreciable  drop  in  the  amount  of  meat  condemned 
as  compared  with  pre-war  due  no  doubt  to  the  large 
proportion  of  young  cattle  used  while  most  of  the  older  cows  have 
come  from  attested  herds.  The  drop  in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis 
in  pigs  has  been  even  more  marked,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  greater  use  of 
meal  for  feeding.  In  connection  with  the  Fatstock  Guarantee  Scheme 
1954-55  the  Council  agreed  to  a request  from  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture Fisheries  and  Food  that  its  officers  carry  out  the  grading  and 
certification  of  pigs  at  two  of  the  private  slaughterhouses.  The  Council 
is  reimbursed  for  this  service  from  the  Ministry.  Care  was  taken  to 
ensure  that  the  provision  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933  and 
the  Amending  Act  of  1954  were  duly  observed  and  the  occupiers  of 
the  slaughterhouses  were  fully  informed  of  their  responsibilities.  Dur- 
ing 1954  12  slaughtermen’s  licences  were  granted  and  11  were  re- 
newed. 
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(3)  Ice  Cream,  There  are  82  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice  cream  and  only  one  manufactory  of  this  commodity.  Structural 
alterations  have  been  required  to  this  manufactory.  The  bulk  of  the 
ice  cream  sold  in  the  area  is  now  of  the  nationally  prepared  and  pre- 
packed variety. 

(4)  Other  Foods,  No  less  than  123 8 Jibs,  of  tinned  or  processed 
foods  had  to  be  condemned  during  the  year.  A large  proportion  of 
this  was  tinned  ham  which  had  commenced  to  decompose  due  to 
improper  curing  or  tinning.  The  remaining  amount  chiefly  comprised 
“ blown/’  “ springy  ” or  punctured  tins  of  fruit,  cream,  milk,  tomatoes 
etc. 

(5)  Storage,  Preparation  and  Distribution  of  Food,  Particular 
attention  was  paid  to  food  premises  during  the  year  and  especially 
those  where  meals  are  prepared  or  those  places  where  meat  products 
are  manufactured.  There  is  a steady  improvement  in  the  cleanliness 
of  such  premises  and  there  were  only  two  cases  of  flagrant  disregard 
of  the  Clean  Food  Byelaws.  One  case  went  to  the  Police  Court  where 
a fine  was  imposed  and  in  the  other  case  the  shop  concerned  was 
closed.  The  extended  use  of  gas  and  electricity  has  resulted  in  con- 
siderable improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  bakehouses,  kitchens,  and 
fried  fish  shops.  During  inspection  of  food  premises  special  attention 
is  given  to  personal  hygiene  which  is  so  closely  related  with  the  matter 
of  clean  food. 

Section  II, 

ENVIRONMENTAL  SANITATION, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING, 

Perhaps  the  most  striking  characteristic  of  the  post  war  years  in 
this  country  has  been  the  state  of  full  employment  with  more  jobs  than 
available  workerj.  Distasteful  jobs  such  as  sweeping  streets  and 
em.ptying  dustbins  are  naturally  unpopular,  and  the  difficulty  of  main- 
taining a satisfactory  public  cleansing  service  is  an  acute  one  and  in 
marked  contrast  to  conditions  in  pre  war  years.  This  makes  it  all 
the  more  necessary  to  have  up-to-date  equipment  and  to  save  labour 
wherever  possible  by  use  of  mechanical  methods.  There  is  a strong 
case  for  the  use  of  incentives  for  collecting  extra  bins  or  extra  salvage. 
Every  possible  effort  was  made  to  maintain  a regular  weekly  emptying 
of  dustbins  and  a suitable  amount  of  street  cleansing.  When  this  did 
not  obtain  it  was  due  to  circumstances  which  were  beyond  control, 
(a)  Refuse  Collection,  There  are  8,274  dustbins  and  183  closet  pails 
which  are  normally  emptied  at  weekly  intervals  or,  in  a few  cases, 
fortnightly.  The  staff  comprises  14  collectors  with  four  side- 
loading vehicles.  The  costs  of  refuse  collection  for  the  year 
ending  March  31st,  1954,  were  as  follows: —

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(b)  Refuse  Disposal.  The  year  saw  the  virtual  completion  of  filling 
in  the  lowlying  land  at  Holme  House  Wood  which  will  eventually 
become  playing  fields  or  an  extension  of  Myrtle  Park.  The 
scheme  was  carried  out  under  conditions  of  great  difficulty  owing 
to  the  lack  of  proper  access  and  absence  of  supplies  of  suitable 
covering  and  levelling  material  and  I do  hope  that  the  Cleansing 
Department  will  never  again  be  called  on  to  dispose  of  the  town’s 
refuse  under  such  conditions.  The  costs  of  disposal  for  the  year

No  difficulty  as  to  finding  sites  for  tipping  of  house  refuse 
will  arise  in  Bingley,  there  being  many  quarries,  the  owners  of 
which  would  be  only  too  pleased  to  have  them  filled  in.  In 
addition  the  Council  owns  a large  area  of  land  at  Dowley  Gap 
which  was  purchased  for  the  joint  needs  of  sewage  and  refuse 
disposal  although  this  land  is  being  farmed  at  the  present  time. 

(c)  Salvage  Collection.  The  total  income  from  salvaged  paper, 
metals,  textiles,  etc.,  during  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1955. 
was  £2,  249-6-3.  In  view  of  the  tremendous  development  of 
pulping  and  board  making  plant  since  the  war  it  is  obvious  that 
Local  Authorities  can  regard  the  salvage  of  paper  as  a permanent 
duty  and,  where  such  paper  is  collected  with  the  refuse,  adequate 
segregation  and  carrying  facilities  must  be  provided  on  the 
vehicles.  The  total  tonnage  of  waste  paper  collected  during  the 
year  ending  March  31st,  1955,  was  211\  I look  forward 
to  nearly  doubling  this  amount  given  full  support  from  the  public 
and  adequate  collection  facilities.  The  large  amount  of  clean 
paper  and  cardboard  being  tipped  and  buried  at  present  is  most 
disappointing. 

(d)  Street  Cleansing.  This  service  includes  the  removal  of  grit  and 
chippings  and  the  weeding  of  channels  and  paved  footways.  The 
normal  staff  consists  of  four  orderlies  and  one  Lewin  Mechanical 
Sweeper  and  the  classified  and  trunk  roads  are  also  dealt  with 
on  behalf  of  their  respective  Authorities. 

There  was  rarely  a full  complement  even  of  the  skeleton 
staff  outlined  above  with  a result  that  the  desired  standard  of 
street  cleansing  could  not  always  be  maintained.  The  wet  sum- 
mer added  to  these  troubles  by  encouraging  a prodigious  growth 
of  weeds  and  grass  in  many  channels  and  footpaths.  As  an 
experiment  some  50  miles  of  surface  was  sprayed  with  Sodium 
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Chlorate  with  promising  results  and  it  is  hoped  in  future  to  make 
more  use  of  such  weed  killer.  The  Lewin  Road  Sweeper  was  due 
for  replacement  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(e)  Public  Conveniences.  The  district  is  fairly  well  served  with 
public  conveniences  with  the  exception  of  the  villages  of  Eldwick 
and  Gilstead.  None  of  the  conveniences  are  equipped  with  hand 
washing  facilities  and  the  lack  of  these  facilities  is  entirely  due 
to  the  appalling  wanton  damage  that  goes  on  in  these  premises. 
For  the  same  reason  toilet  roll  holders  cannot  be  provided  and 
penny  in  the  slot  equipment  has  had  to  be  removed.  Conveniences 
are  cleansed  every  morning.  During  the  year  a urinal  at  Wils- 
den  was  modernised. 


HOUSING. 

The  passing  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954  opened 
a new  era  in  regard  to  housing  conditions  in  so  far  that  an  attempt 
was  made  to  lift  the  rents  of  “ controlled  ” houses,  where  these  were 
kept  in  a proper  state  of  repair,  and  it  signified  the  commencement  of 
a new  drive  to  clear  away  unfit  houses. 

In  July,  1954,  a preliminary  report  was  submitted  to  the  Health 
Committee  which  summarised  the  position  as  regards  slum  clearance 
in  Bingley,  and  made  proposals  for  further  action.  Arising  out  of  this 
Report  it  was  decided  to  make  the  Hill  Street  (North)  Clearance 
Order  comprising  46  houses  in  Portland,  Bentinck,  St.  John  and  Hill 
Streets  and  to  give  further  consideration  in  1955  to  long  term  proposals 
as  required  by  Section  1 of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954. 
The  Public  Inquiry  was  held  on  December  14th,  1954,  the  order  being 
confirmed  with  slight  modification  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  on  March  12th,  1955.  In  addition  to  Clearance 
Area  work  considerable  attention  was  devoted  to  individual  unfit 
houses,  the  following  cases  being  dealt  with.

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All  possible  assistance  in  regard  to  unfit  houses  and  overcrowding 
has  been  given  by  the  Housing  Department  and  Housing  Committee. 
However  the  problem  of  clearance  and  rehousing  is  probably  the 
largest  and  most  difficult  with  which  the  Council  will  have  to  deal  in 
forthcoming  years.  Being  in  the  Wool  Textile  Area  Bingley  has  a 
large  proportion  of  back  to  back  houses,  numbering  in  all  1,316. 
Roughly  half  of  these  are  of  the  type  that  does  not  possess  a scullery 
(Type  I)  the  other  half  having  a separate  windowed  side  scullery 
(Type  2)  and  being  more  commodious  than  Type  I.  The  smaller 
type  were  built  in  about  the  middle  of  the  19th  century  and  the  larger 
type  towards  the  end  of  the  19th  century.  It  is  generally  agreed  that 
Type  I houses  will  have  to  be  cleared  but  with  present  financial  diffi- 
culties and  labour  shortages  it  may  well  take  at  least  10  years  to  deal 
with  these. 

A very  promising  development  that  took  place  during  the  year 
was  the  decision  of  the  Council  to  pay  improvement  grants  for  old 
houses  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949.  There  can  be  no  possible  doubt 
but  that  a cottage  type  of  house,  suitably  modernised  and  containing 
inside  sanitation,  bath,  lavatory  basin  and  hot  and  cold  water  supplies, 
fulfils  the  needs  of  the  majority  of  working  people  in  Bingley  and, 
moreover,  is  at  a price  or  rent  that  they  can  afford  and  is  within 
reasonable  distance  of  their  work.  15  of  such  grants  were  made  during 
the  year  and  I look  forward  to  a great  development  of  this  scheme. 

VERMIN  INFESTATION  CONTROL. 

• (a)  Rodents.  The  Council  employs  a Rodent  Operative  although 
he  dees  not  spend  the  whole  of  his  time  on  such  work.  43 
infestations  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  none  of  them  being 
really  serious.  Treatment  of  dwellinghouses  is  free  but  a charge 
is  made  in  respect  of  business  premises  and  farms.  ‘ Warfarin  ’ 
is  now  almost  exclusively  used  in  treatments  for  rats  and  mice 
except  for  baiting  in  sewers  where  conditions  are  too  moist. 

(b)  Insect  Pests.  71  inspections  were  carried  out  as  regards  vermin 
infestation  and  26  treatments  were  given.  The  bed  bug  which 
used  to  be  so  common,  is  now  almost  extinct  in  Bingley  but  other 
insect  pests  such  as  the  furniture  beetle  seem  to  be  more  common. 

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

Very  little  disinfection  is  done  nowadays  although  a stock  of 
equipment  is  always  maintained  for  a possible  emergency.  The  steam 
disinfector  is  likewise  little  used  but  still  carefully  maintained  and 
reguarly  inspected.

No  less  than  817  waste  water  closets  have  now  been  converted 
leaving  only  10  to  do  which  are  in  hand.  The  privy  and  pail  closets 
are  all  out  of  reach  of  sewer  and  water  supplies  but  even  these  are 
being  reduced  by  voluntary  installation  of  septic  tanks.  Improvement 
Grants  are  a valuable  aid  to  securing  such  installations. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

A great  change  of  public  opinion  has  come  about  in  regard  to 
the  urgent  need  for  a cleaner  air  supply  in  marked  contrast  to  the 
general  attitude  of  pre  war  years  that  was  summarised  in  the  saying — 
“ Where  there’s  muck  there’s  money.”  It  is  realised  at  last  that  a 
filthy  atmosphere  is  seriously  prejudicial  to  health  and  a shocking 
waste  of  fuel  which  is  scarce  and  in  short  supply. 

With  the  passing  of  the  Clean  Air  Bill  in  1955  or  1956  one  hopes 
that  long  overdue  reforms  will  be  speedily  achieved.  The  records  of 
soot  deposit  month  by  month  in  the  two  local  gauges  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  are  as  follows: —

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118  observations  of  factory  chimneys  were  made  during  the  year 
and  11  boiler  plants  were  visited.  One  boiler  plant  was  particularly 
troublesome  as  regards  smoke  emission;  this  case  was  referred  to  the 
new  National  Industrial  Fuel  Efficiency  Service  who  gave  valuable 
help  in  bringing  about  much  needed  improvements. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 


The  Health  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  licensing  of  move- 
able  dwellings  and/or  sites  for  same.  There  are  four  principal  sites 
in  the  area  as  follows: —

There  are  further  colonies  of  temporary  hutments  (not  moveable) 
at  Heights  Lane,  Sconce,  Faweather  Grange,  Weecher  and  Golcar  and 
all  of  the  licensed  sites  contain  temporary  hutments  (not  moveable) 
in  addition  to  caravans.  Although  the  majority  of  the  hutments  and 
caravans  are  purely  for  holiday  use  a small  number  are  permanently 
occupied  and  these  will  be  duly  surveyed  in  connection  with  the 
Council’s  Housing  Programme. 

The  Licensed  Moveable  dwellings  are  subject  to  certain  con- 
ditions which  have  recently  been  made  more  stringent.  Despite  this 
the  general  position  is  unsatisfactory  particularly  in  relation  to  the 
non  moveable  structures,  and  it  would  seem  that  if  these  temporary 
dwellings  are  to  remain  they  should  at  least  be  modernised  and  made 
to  conform  with  accepted  standards  of  siting,  sanitation  and  general 
appearance. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 


The  prevention  of  pollution  of  streams  is  the  duty  of  the  York- 
shire Ouse  Catchment  Board  and  major  cases  of  pollution  are  reported 
to  them.  Minor  cases  are  dealt  with  locally  and  in  all  15  visits  were 
paid  to  streams  in  connection  with  pollution. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


Your  Water  Engineer  is  responsible  for  the  control  and  super- 
vision of  public  water  supplies  in  Bingley  township,  Cottingley,  Cull- 
ingworth  and  Wilsden,  while  the  Bradford  Corporation  Water  De- 
partment supplies  water  to  Crossflatts,  Eldwick,  Gilstead  and  Harden. 
The  three  hamlets  of  Flappit,  Ryecroft  and  Low  Springs  have  to  rely 
on  private  supplies. 

Generally  speaking,  the  public  supplies  are  essentially  soft  in 
character  and  30  samples  were  taken  in  order  to  check  for  plumbo 
solvent  action.  44  samples  of  public  supplies  were  taken  for  bacter- 
iological examination  and  only  one  was  unsatisfactory.  Examination 
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of  28  samples  from  private  supplies  revealed  that  15  were  unsatisfact- 
ory and  appropriate  action  was  taken  in  these  cases.  The  number  of 
premises  on  public  supplies  is  approximately  7,700,  and  the  number  on 
private  supplies  is  just  over  100. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

During  the  year  the  modifications  to  the  storm  water  overflows 
were  completed.  Apart  from  this  six  houses  were  redrained  and  44 
old  drains  were  relaid. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951. 

This  Act  provides  that  Pet  Shops  may  only  be  kept  by  persons 
licensed  by  the  Local  Authority  and  pets  must  be  kept  under  approved 
conditions.  There  are  three  licensed  pet  shops  in  the  area.

The  Maternity  Home,  Shipley,  is  administered  by  a Sub-Com- 
mittee under  the  Bradford  “A”  Group  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee, The  Sub-Committee,  of  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  a co-cp:ed  member,  meets  monthly  at  Salt’s  Hospital  or  the 
Maternity  Home. 

Admissions. 

Miss  Beaulah,  Matron  of  the  Maternity  Home,  has  provided  me 
with  the  following  statistics: — 

490  women  were  delivered.  4 cases  were  emergency  admissions. 
10.2  days  was  the  average  stay  in  lying-in  beds.  The  average  daily 
number  of  beds  occupied  was  15.8. 

Special  Statistics. 

There  were  5 forceps  deliveries  out  of  490  cases.  There  were  9 
stillbirths  and  1 neo-natal  death.  2 women  received  blood  transfusion. 

Consultant  Service. 

Patients  were  seen  by  Mr.  Craig  ante-natally.  Total  attend- 
ances numbered  162.  Mr.  Craig  also  paid  29  women  special  visits 
in  the  Home.  Dr.  Langley,  Consultant  Paediatrician,  was  called  to 
examine  4 babies,  and  Mr.  Mortimer  Shaw  2 babies. 

Dr.  Alderson  was  called  to  see  2 mothers.

18  patients  were  transferred  to  other  hospitals;  480  women  re- 
ceived Gas  and  Air  Analgesia.

Family  Planning  Association. 

The  Clinic  started  on  the  4th  November,  1953  at  Somerset  House 
under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council  completed  its  first  full  year. 

Dr.  Buckle,  Hon.  Medical  Officer  to  the  Association,  reports  as 
follows: — 

“ During  the  period  1st  March,  1954,  to  28th  February,  1955, 
there  has  been  an  increased  number  of  patients  attending  the  Shipley 
Branch  of  the  F.P.A.  45  sessions  have  been  held  at  weekly  intervals 
and  427  new  patients  have  attended.  These  patients  have  been  re- 
ferred to  the  Clinic  as  follows: — 

176 — Medical  practitioners,  consultants,  institutions,  etc. 

96 — Friends  who  have  themselves  attended  an  F.P.A.  Clinic. 

80 — Health  visitors,  nurses  and  midwives. 

42 — Transfers  from  W.R.C.C.  Clinic. 

22 — Marriage  Guidance  Council. 

11 — Magazines,  etc. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  greatest  number  of  new  patients 
has  been  referred  by  general  practitioners  and  their  medical  colleagues. 
It  is  quite  evident  that  the  need  for  a F.P.A.  Clinic  has  been  great. 

It  is  rather  difficult  to  arrive  at  a true  break  down  of  new 
patients,  as  the  reason  given  for  attending  may  not  in  fact,  be  the 
real  one.  It  is  only  on  patient  enquiry  that  one  arrives  at  the  answer. 
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The  following  figures  give  the  various  reasons  for  attending  given  by 
patients.

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Health  Visiting. 

Every  endeavour  was  made  to  diminish  routine  work  of  Health 
Visitors  in  the  Clinics,  substituting  as  was  appropriate  either  Assistant 
Health  Visitors  or  clerical  staff.  The  Health  Visitor  is  thereby  enabled 
to  concentrate  on  group  teaching  in  the  Clinic  and  personal  advice  in 
the  home. 

Apart  from  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  and  an  Assistant 
Health  Visitor  who  undertakes  Clinic  duties  at  Somerset  House,  10 
Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  work  in  the  Division,  4 of  whom 
are  allotted  to  Shipley.  The  Health  Visitor  is  now  the  General 
Practitioner  for  Public  Health  in  her  area,  covering  every  aspect 
of  Public  Health  work.  Highly  trained,  versatile,  she  has  unlimited 
scope  for  her  skill  and  zeal.  Health  Education,  Mothercraft  and 
Parentcraft  increasingly  figure  in  her  duties,  and  in  my  opinion  more 
general  use  of  her  specialised  knowledge  would  reduce  the  multiplicity 
of  Social  Workers  in  the  field.
